After theit long parade and Carnival it 18 hard 
to. x0. back to manual Jabor, to furnish bread for 
a family-<o long fed at the public expense: But 
there are real hardships to be considered, and 
Teal grievances against the Government. Dur- 
ing slong walk about Popincourt and Menil- 
monta’t, I conversed with a number ; ot work- 
ing men; for the purpose of getting an Opinion 
upon the question of rents, and T found: that 
this waa not only the main cause of the present’ 
dissatisfaction, but was the chief-cause which 
led thousands to join the insurrectionrry move- 
ment. During the siege, only the rich were ablé 
to pay their rents as they fell‘aue. The poor 
were unable to pay 4% all, and, ones behind- 
hand for a single month; . the . chances 
are. ten te one oegainst” any’ future 
settlement. The people’ with small in- 
comes were in a still worse position, The first 
act of the Assembly was.very far from being a 
wise one—indeed, -it was an extremély ‘unwise 
oné, for; to put off the payment of dll the rent 
dus for six montlis'pastfor only fifteen days, 
was to threaten a general and certain ruin in 
two weeks’ time, and to plunge the poor into in- 
surrection, An immediate.appeal was made, but 
the Assembly, composed of Proprietors, would 
only grant a delay ofa few more days, after 
which a landlord woula have the right to seize 
the goods of any delinquent tenant, even of one 
who had been.a soldier in the service of the city. 
The prospect of certain ruin—and ruin by the 
Government made to protect the people—drove 
thousands into the ranks of the insurgents. 

‘PERILS OF THE FUTURE, 

The state of affairs which now exists is very 
far from giving security for peace. By the 
recent, act. of the Assembly, which does not 
seem to comprehend the dangerjin this question. 
the State takes upon itself the payment of all 
rents below 600 franes a year, (#120;) those above 
that sim, anid below 2,500 francs, are to payeone- 
half,, It4s presumed thata man who takes a 
house or apartments at 2,500 francs a year, can 
pay the whole amount due.

said about it; but one can see how dangerous it 
ieforthe Government to bave so large a class 
witha debt which it would be absolute .ruin to 
pay hanging over their heads... A: littie mora 
tlidn-one-lialf of:the population. of Paris comes 
Within this category, and the’ general discon- 
tent is apparent. . It would be hard for the pro- 
prietors of the Assembly to make amy satis fac 
tery law for even the payment of. one-third, 
With twelye months’ ‘time, would barely. satisfy 
the people.. Then comes the question of the 
proprietors whose rights are indisputable, but 
who’ must ‘make liave ‘their 
houses burned by the crowd. How to settle the 
question I donot yet sée; but I do ‘eee that the 
Government has not yet hit the mark, and that 
the International is boldly taking: — 
the question. 
CAUSE OF THE REPUBLIC. _ 

It: is difficult, im» this:> country of sudden 
changes, to predict what a day may bring forth, 
or to count surely. upon any political event. To- 
day there may be a large and formidable. party ; 
to-morrow itwill be dispersed and broken,tecause 
ite members have quarreled among themselves.

To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

I have read. the article. published in your 
paper, headed **A Speck of Ancient History 
about the Ottawa University.” As a member of 
the Ottawa tribe anda Trustee of the Univer- 
sity, I wish to say many of the statements and 
imputations in the article are false. 

1. Rev. JOTHAM MBEKER was the only mis- 
sionary..sent among our people. by. the Bap- 
tist. denomination. He neverconceived the plan 
nor had anything to do with the founding of 
Ottawa University, nor was the thing thought 
of until. years after his death. “He labored as a 
very devoted Christian missionary only for the 
good of our people, and this we all feel to have 
bees of greut importance to us all, 

2. The Baptist denomination did not seek our 
co-operation in our educational matters, but we 
sought their aid in the matter.. We entered into 
an agreement (see agreement in above letter) 
with the Trusteesof the Roger Williams Univer- 
sity. Our treaty . of. 1862. was made. upon 
this agreement... We thought then,: and do 

still. think, that i6 was the best thing 
our people could do, to -enter into said 
relation with the above-named denomination. 
The statement is entirely falee that.“ the Ottawa 
University bas been built mainly on the ruins of 
this tribe, a few white men, by the way, captur- 
ing what of their property the. University left.”
